Gentlemen of the Senate, and 
of the House of Representatives : 


The inconvenience which many of you must feel in

being called from your as and your private are=. 
cations, at this particular period,adds to my regret, 
that extraordinary circumstances have induced me to: 
require your coming together. 

Before the adjournment of your last session, the ex- 
egencies of the country had assumed such a shape, as 
to justify the measures then. taken, in modityiüg the 
laws existing for the enforcement of individual con- 
tracts; but, since that period the trae situation of afe 
fairs in the connexion between the debtor and credi- 
tor part of our citizens has been more fully developed, 
and more generally understood. En a country abound- 
ing in all the means of acquiring and securing wealth 
and competence, and at a time when industry and eco- 
romy are begining to mark the character of the people, 
more than atany other former day, we are called upon 
to witness scenes of general pressure unexampled im 
the history of our government. 

This state of things has been the resnlt of a variety 
ef causes, some of which still continue to operate, and 
which it will be important to understand, others have 
now passed away, and left us to regret their effects and. 
to profit, if possible, by the lessons they have taught. 

The restoration ef peace at the close of the late glo- 
rious and every memorable war with Great Britain, 
found the American people confirmed in every politi- 
cal blessings, and confident in their capacity for 
achieving whatever might be conteived necessary .to 
the attainment of national glory or operative in the 
schemes of private ambition or personal aggrandise- 
ment. This coi.fidence carried itself into aH} the ope- 
rations and arrangements of domestic and commercial 
life, and the citizens of Tennessee, who had sustained 
so conspicuous a part in perpetrating the blessings of 
that government, established by the energies and ` wis- 
dom of their fathers, have not been exempt from these. 
effects, aud have indulged themselves in views of exX- 
travagance, encouraged by the existing state of feeling, 
and authorized by the circumstances by which they 
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were then surrounded, H profusion of paper answer- 
ing all the purposes of a circulating medium was issued 
by the banks. and every article of property had as- 
sumed an ideal value, which admitted of no standard 
measure by which it could safely be compared ; the 
reward of labour was enhanced to an inordinate de- 
gree, and the facilities with which money could be ob- 
tained, led men of tbe most prudent babits of calcula- 
tion to impose terms upon themselves with their own 
knowledge from past experience did not approve, and 
which, from the regular sources of ordinary industry 
they haye been wholly unable to meet, 

In justice to themselves and in the exercise of the 
plainest obligations of good faith, the banks of the 
country have been induced to diminish and restrain 
their issues far below the quantity which the habits of 
society had made necessary In the most limited trans- 
actions oflife, whilst the foreign demand for our sta- 
ple articles of domestic product has borne no reason- 
able proportion to the great excess to which we have 
gone in the use of foreign fabric. The effects of this 
unnatural dispreportion have not been confined to any 
one state, ersection of the country, but have in a very 
sensible degree been felt‘in the treasury department of 
the general gruvernment, where, from ufficial informa- 
tion welearn, that a defecit of five millions of dollars 
exist at the present day. A temporary relief from the 
public inconvenience arising out of such a state of 
things has beensought ina recourse to loans, but in the 
present disórdered state of our commercial connexions, 
and in the reasonable expectation of a still greater de- 
fecit at the end of the present year, we can con- 
fidently expect permanent relief frem mno other 
source than the patient energies of a virtuous peo- 
ple. A system of internalrevenue may become neces- 
sary to the support of the general government, and 
underthe operation of such a system, the present dis- 
tresses of the debtor class, would be increased ina, 
ratio proportioned tothe sum drawn. from the state.——

The patriotism of our citizens will always rise superior 
to the Weigitt of public necessity, and with whatever 
fecling they may deplore the causes which led to na- 
tional or individual embarrassment, they will never- 
“theless submit to any^ measures of ‘redress whiich a 
just and humane policy may require. 

In every connexion in which the situation of the 
eountry can be viewed, the distresses of the timcs are 
strongly marked with the character of permanence, 
and it behooves those who are called upon to devise 
measures of alleviation to seck for such as may be most. 
likely to secure permanent relief. I would impress 
upon the Legislature the necessity oftaking in, liberal 
and enlarged views of the peculiar situation of the citi- 
zens of Tennessee, and that they carefully mark, whe- 
ther there is not much in the unfortunate condition of 
the debtor class of the community which admits of re- 
lief from the legislative interposition, under the most 
evident constitutional sanctions, and whether their 
misfortunes and presentinability to. fili their own en- 
gagements have not been so much the result of politi- 
cal relations foreign from the influence of their con- 
duct that the legislative authorities of ‘the country are 
bound to interfere between them and that destruction 
with which they are threatened. 

Notwithstanding the conscientious claim which the 
unfortunate and distressed part of suciety now have to 
the care and protection of government, I am welt aware, 
that there exists to some extent, a-spirit of fixed oppo- 
sition toevery measure of alleviation upon the avowed 
supposition of a want of power in the Legislature to 
make any terms not incompatible with the constitution, 
and a seeming belief that there is not sufficient merit 
in the claim itselfto justify a present exercise of that 
nd even admitting it to exist; but to you as the.

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‘The Legislature of A adjoining state has taken 
"measures in extending the time. heretofore necessary. 
in the collection of debts, but to what extent and in 
‘what manner they have interfeared I am not fully adə 
vised, norisit meterialto our purpose that the parti- 
cular features-of the case should be distinctly known, 
as the sole object »f adverting to that fact, is to call 
your attention to the probable influence which it may 
have on the intercourse existing between the citizens 
‘of the different states, whe from their contiguous resi 
dence, are much connected with each other. We learn 
from the ordinary sources of News Paper information 
that the Legislature of New-York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland; have each interposed to mo- 
dify the existing laws regulating the Collection of 
debts; and if these ancient, wealthy, and populous 
States have been induced to make an interference in 
that way, I trust their éxamyle will not be thought 
unworthy your fullest consideration who represent a 
people, equally distinguished for their high regard for, 
and religious fulfilment of, all the obligations of society. 
Isubmit to the wisdom of the Legislature, whetner 
among the measures of general benefit to which your 
investigation will bé called, it would not be of impor- 
tance to consider to what extent a law might be appli- 
ed which would contain provisions directing, that 
valuable property of the debtor under Well disgested 
limitations, and ata regulated discretion of the éredi- 
tor, should be received in full satisfaction of the debt. 
From my past experience in aa thé opera- 
tions ofa similar course, adopted hy the Genéral As- 
sembly of this state inthe year 1809, and a8 well as 
from the best conclusions which my mind is capable 
of drawirg by the appearance of things at this day, I 
" am fully persuaded, that much good Would result to 
, the country generally, by extending the time in which 
payments can by the present laws be enforced, unless 
the creditor should by his own voluntary ac‘, ma! @ 
terms of accommodatiun, and instead of cash payment; 
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— take from the debtor m valable estate either real or 
personal as it may be in his power to give, and at sach 
abatement under its estimated value as you may direct. 
A regulation bottomed upon these principles is unusual- 
ly termed a property law, and should be resorted toin 
cases of the highest emergency only. . But as FE con- 
ceivethata crises has arrived when the public wel- 
fare requires an extraordinary effort of the prompt- 
' ness and decision, no public functionary should hold 
back, from proposing and supporting such measures, | 
asin his opinion may lead in any degree to an ad- 
vancement of the common good, Ss 

Under a full sense ofthis obligation, and after a dis“ 
passionate examintion of every circumstance which T 
have been able to collect, I would suggest to your hon- 
orable body, that a property law. might be so formed 
as to secure much benefit to the country. Let it pro- 
vide that when property is levied on, for the purpose 
of compelling the payment of' debts, the plaintiff and 
defendant shall have each: the right of choosing one 
man of good fame, and competent knowledge in the 
worth of property and to them shalk be given the pow- 
er of. selecting a third person to assist their judgment, 
should they not be able to agree in their estimate of 
the property levied on. Their valuation should be 
binding on the parties, but should not be predicated 
either upon the extravagant ideas which men enter- 
tained of the worth of property some three years ago, 
nor by thesurm at which propérty generally would now 
sell ifexposed to public auction. The property thus 
valued should be tendered to’ the Plamtiff by: the De- 
fendant in discharge of the debt, rating it at two 
thirds of whatever may beésteemed its intrinsic vas 
lue, and the plantiff should have it in his option to takë 
the whole or a sufficient'partthus rated, in satisfaction 
of his claim.- Should he not think fit to receive- the - 
. property, the defendant ought to be required to direct 
the levying officer-to proceed to-make salé as public 
auction, of so much as will be sufficient to Téise the ' 
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sam necessary to PE plaintiffs demand, provid- 
€d it will sell for an amount in current bank notes, e- 
qual at least to two thirds of its rated value. If the 
plaintiff object against receiving the current bank ` 
notes, he must enter his protest to that effect previ- 
ousiy to, or at the commencement of the sale, and in 
that event, the defendant, to avail himself of the previ- 
ledge of prolonging the period of election should ex- 
ecute his bond -with approved security, payable to the 
plaintiff, in the currency originally stipulated for, 
in two years, and to bear interest from the date. In 
cases where the property of the defendant thus offered, 
cannot On cash payment, be sold, for two thirds of its 
value, it should be sold ona credit extending to the 
end of the next stated session of the General Assembly, 
the proceeds to be payable in specie or in current bank 

notes at the will of the defendant. me 

A due share of attention must be employed in fixing 
upon the mode whereby the sufficiency of securities 
should be tested, and on the course to be pursued where 
reasonable objections may be shown to exist against 
the persons proposed by either party inthe valuation 
of the property ; but after you have settled on the ba- 
sis of a system the details necessary for carrying your 
views into operation will not present many important 
difficulties. 

It is not to be expected, that legislative provisions 
can be made to reach every case of individual distress; 
many are beyond the influence of any general plan : 
their all has already been swept from them and in too 
Many instances, the entire sacrifice of their estates has 
repaid but asmall portion of its cost, and they are left in- 
cumbered with a debt so unequal to their strength, that 
they loose sight of its redemption, and sink under its 
pressure. Still there is much left to be done. The 
people should be made to see that those public agents 
in whom they have put their trust, have not abandoned 
them in their affliction: mens confidence in each 
‘Gthers solvency will be restored ; the thirst for purcha-.

*Tis true that the courts ofthe United States will be 
open, to enable foreign credit rs to collect their dues 
in.the time heretofore made necessary, but it is not to 
be presumed that resort will be had to these courts. A 
gréat proportion of the debts due in that way are 
owing by ourmerchantsto the wholesale dealers in the 
eastern cities of the United States, and judging by the 
liberal course of conduct practised by those dealers, on 
former and similar occasions, we are not to expect that 
an unnatural conflict of legal remedy, will be attempt- 
ed, knowing as they will, that the extension of time 
givemto the customers of our own merchants must lead 
more certainly to the ultimate security of the foreign 
claims. 

Although particular instances of individual loss and 
sacrifice may have been produced by the curtailing and 
restraining policy of the Banks, it is fairly to be infer- 
red that they still have in circulation as'much of their 
paper as their metalic capital zan support. Foreign 
bank paper has been almost entirely - withdrawn, and 


it is obviously true that the quantity of all kinds now i 


in use is wholly insufficient to answer the most pressing 
demands. Inthe absence of a sufficient circulating 
medium,-and at atime when the public credit of- the 
state is supported, not only by the ordinary sources of 
revenue, but by the solid basis of large and valuable real 
estate, this common fund might by possibility be made 
to contribute largely to the convenience. of the people 
without any diminuition to the capital itself. Treasu- 
ry certificates, circulated upon the faith of a public re- 
sponsibility, and restiug for their final redemption, on 


the sale of lands within the Hiwassee district, as well | 


as upon the ordinary revenue of the State, would ‘car- 
ry in themselves so sure a pledge of intrinsic value gs- 
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to command the e of public opinion. 

„These Treasury Notes could be put into circulation 
through the agency of a Loan Office fixed at the seat 
of goyernment under the exclusive superintendence 
aud cantrol of the Legislature, who might establish as 
many subordinate branches of the matrice office; 
through the state as a due regard tothe security of 
the institution and the equal accommodation of the 
people might require. 

An amount equal to some three hundred thousand 
dollars issued in this way might bring the advantages 
ofa property law effectually with the power of thou- 
sands of individuals wlio might without this auxiliary 
measure be beyond the influence of an indulgent policy. 
The object of Government in the use of such an insti- 
tution would not be to make a direct profit on its 
capital, and therefore the rate of interest on, ma- 
king loans should be fixed from two and a half 
tó five per cent per annum, or very little above 
what would benecessary tó meettheincidental expense 
in the management of the institution itself. Upon. be- 
ing made receivable in payment for the purchase of 
Jand in the Hiwassee district and in other public dues, 
the indirect profit which would accrue to the state im 
the incieased value of those lands arising alone from 
the circulation of that paper, wouid amply justify the 
experiment, 7 

Whatever may be the course finally taken by you, 
‘on the subject of a property law, or the establishment 
of a loan office, it is most obviously apparent that the 
true policy of the state demands that the sale of a 
chief part of the Cherokee lands, should, for a while, ` 
be suspended.
